J. Ogden Armour cared nothing for society. 
He loved the game, but

When a young man, late out of college, the w riter o f this talk was an 
employee in the offices of .Swift & Company, whose mammoth plant was 
just across the way from that of the Armours. 
It was the privilege of 
this w riter to ride to town many tim?* with the great Armour just across 
the aisle. 
We used to study his face and saw great strength of character 
and poise in the man. 
He was an inspiration to younger men. 
What a fragile affair is this thing fortune anyway! And what a mag­ 
nificent thing this that all the money and wealth in the world cannot buy— 
fewaan character, and the fine, loyal jeapect of friends.
